EORGE WELLS IS proud of 

the fact he’s both a former 
professional football player and 
rising star in the Mid-Atlantic 
area. But trying to keep the 
versatile wrestler talking on just 
one aspect of his career proves 
quite difficult. 

“I got into football when I was at 
Oakland Technical High School,” 
said Wells, a big man at 6-2, 245 
pounds. “Then I played football at 
Laney Junior College and finished 


up at New Mexico State University 


“Mostly I played + defensive 
lineman. I loved to rush the 
quarterb; ash through a tack 
or guard, and knoc the 
quarterback on his rump. Nothing 
gives a defensive lineman greater 
jov than smashing through for 
a sack.” 

ells played eight years in the 
Canadian Football League. All- 
League five times, Wells still holds 
the CFL record for most individual 
quarterback sacks in a single 
season. 

“I played on three really fine 
clubs, the Toronto Argonauts, the 
Hamilton Tiger Cats, and the 
Saskatchewan Roughrider: id 
Wells. “But the greatest single 
feeling I ever got was playing on a 
championship team.” 

During his career, Wells played 
on three Grey Cup champions, the 
CFL equivalent to a Super Bowl 
winner.

T FEELS STRANGEST at the 

end of the night. Carrying his 
equipment bag, Mike Graham 
walks alone through the parking 
lot.

ELL, IT WASNT exactly 
the Rope-a-Dope, but it 
served the same purpose. 

“Nothing actually,” said Roddy 
Piper, U.S. heavyweight 
champion. “I can’t fathom all the 
fuss, I have been telling all you 
people who, obviously don’t have 
the mental faculties needed to 
comprehend my intellect, that I am 
the smartest wrestling champion 
who ever lived. 

“That I could trick a buffoon 
like Masked Superstar shouldn't 
startle anyone with half a mind, 
which, by the way, rules out the 
majority of wrestling writers and 
fans,” said Piper, sneering. 

This is what happened. 

During their recent U.S. title 
match, a truly thrilling bout, Piper 
inexplicably permitted himself to 
be captured in a Masked Super- 
star bearhug. At that point in the 
match, Superstar and the entire 
arena thought it only a matter of 
time before the masked man would 
whisk away the belt from Piper. 

“I was positive Piper was a 
goner,” said Superstar. 

But devouring a man in a 
bearhug requires an enormous 
expenditure of energy. More than 
many moves, for a man must 
harness all his strength right 
through his arms. Sometimes the 
muscles, unaccustomed to such 
strain, have only a limited amount 
of time to keep up the hold before 
weakness sets in. 

“Approximately 27 seconds in 
the case of a man of Masked 
Superstar's size,” Said Piper. “It is 
easy enough to calculate, though 1 
rather doubt I'll offer the formula 
for public consumption 

“Calculating such things to the 
precise second is just one of an 
array of measures I have created to 
aid me in my career. It isn’t that the 
facts are so difficult to obtain. 
Anyone who can read, which rules 
out Superstar, could find the 
information, But it takes a vast 
intellect like mine to formulate the 
computations and properly

Sometimes intelligence can overcome 
any and all obstacles.

“That is what separates one form 
of life from another. In this case 
man, myself, from beast, Masked 
Superstar. 

Sure enough, Superstar's 
crushing bearhug waned after 27 
seconds. His huge arm muscles 
quivered with strain and his neck 
muscles bulged effortfullv. And 
ight then and there Piper turned 
the momentum of the match 
around enough to successfully 
defend his title

Just a few more seconds and Superstar's 
arms would be so tired, he would not be 
able to maintain the bearhug nor defend 
himself properly thereafter. 


“Again, why the surprise?” he 
asked. “I set the trap, much like the 
hunter lying in stealthy silence for 
the dumb animal to wander into 
his sights. Not for a moment did 1 
doubt Superstar would succumb to 
his own venal ambitions and 
permit me another demonstration 
of genius.

Tommy told THE WRESTLER that he had a sick feeling when he saw this photograph of 
his assault on Bill Dundee in our March 1981 issue. 
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turmoil. He sighed in pained 
weariness and looked back up at 
his visitor. 

“Okay, | guess | got a swelled 
head. Nothing is worse for a 
young guy than to start believing 
his own press clippings. You 
tend to lose touch with reality 
and all. You really think you are 
the greatest thing ever to walk 
on the planet and you start 
thinking you're invincible. 

“That happened to me. | 
believed there was no possible 
way in the world | could possibly 
lose to Harley Race. | was the 
great young kid, how could | lose 
to Race? And then | found | 
couldn't beat him and | got more

still let my temper get the best of 
me.
